OPEN GENERAL LICENCE NO. 4/78 

New Delhi, the 3rd April, 1978 

S.O. 240(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
Section 3 of the Imports and Exports (Control) Act, 1947 
(18 of 1947), the Central Government gives general permis¬ 
sion for importation of the goods specified below, from any 
country in the world, except the Union of South Africa/ 
South-West Africa, Rhodesia and the Tibet Region of 
China :— 

(1) Free gift of trade catalogue and circulars upto a 
value of Rs. 1,000; 

(2) Blue prints and drawings (including microfilms) 
relating to machinery and plant sites, work and 
building research data, supplied free of charge and 
having no commercial value; 

(3) Bonafide technical and trade samples supplied free 

of charge not exceeding Rs. 10,000 in c.i.f. value, 
in one consignment; 

(4) Bonafide advertising material supplied free of charge 
not exceeding Rs. 1,000 in c.i.f. value in one 
consignment, excepting Vegetable seeds, Bees, Tea 
and New drugs ; 

(5) Goods supplied free of charge by foreign suppliers 
or which are imported on the basis of insurance 
claims settled by the Insurance Company, in replace¬ 
ment of goods previously imported but which have 
been found to be defective or otherwise unfit for 
use or have been found to be defective or otherwise 
unfit for use provided that: — 

(a) The defects in the goods originally imported were 
brought to the notice of the customs authorities 
before the clearance; 

(b) In the case of machines; or parts thereof covered 
by the guarantee, the defect is noticed during the 
guarantee period; 

(c) The shipment of replacement goods should be 
made within 18 months Irom the date of clearance 
of the previously imported goods through the 
customs or within the guarantee period, in the 
case of machines or parts thereof, if the guarantee 
period is more than 18 months ; 

(d) The following documents should be produced to 
the satisfaction of the customs authorities, at the 
time of clearance of the replacement goods :— 

(i) original letter from the foreign suppliers stating 
that such goods arc being supplied free of cost; 

(It) a survey certificate issued by LIyods Agents or 
any other authorised insurance surveyors or in 
the case of machine or parts thereof, a certi¬ 
ficate from a professional independent chartered 
engineer to the effect that goods were actually 
received in defective condition and required 
ieplacement; 

(iii) evidence showing the period of guarantee given 

by the foreign manufactureis or consignois in 
Ihe case of machines or parts thereof; 

(iv) evidence of settlement of claim by the insurance 
company. Replacement import will he allowed 
upto the value settled by the insurance com¬ 
pany. 

(6) Trade catalogue and circulars, blue print and draw¬ 
ings, and technical or trade samples imported under 
this licence are for the use of the importers them¬ 
selves and shall not be sold. 
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(7) This licence is without prejudice to the application 

to any goods, of any other prohibition or regulation 
affecting the import that may be in force at the 
time when such goods are imported.

New Defhi, the 3rd April, 1978 

S.O. 244(E).—Jit pursuance of the Imports (Control) Order, 
1955, the Central Government hereby gives general per¬ 
mission to import into India from any country of the world, 
except the Onion of South Africa/South-West Africa, Rhodesia 
and the Tibet Region of China, goods of the descr iption speci¬ 
fied in the Schedule Annexed to this Order, subject to the 
following conditions : 

(1) Except in the case of “Teaching Aids" covered by 
Serial No. 1, all other items covered by the Sche¬ 
dule annexed to this Older, may be imported by 
any person, for stock and sale purposes. 

(2) In the case of “Teaching Aids’’, import will be 
allowed only by recognised educational, scientific 
technical and research institutions, libraries of such 
institutions. Central or State government departments, 
Industrial units engaged in research and development 
work, registered medical institutions, hospitals, con¬ 
sultants, recognised chambers of commerce, produc¬ 
tivity councils, management associations and pro¬ 
fessional bodies, for their own use. 

(3) In the case of edible oils, import will be permitted 
subject to the folTowing conditions : 

(a) Firm contracts should be entered into before the 
material is ordered /purchased. 

(b) The contract documcnt(s) should be produced to 
the satisfaction of the customs authorities at the 
time of clearance. 

(c) Photostat copies of each firm contract shall be 
sent, as soon as it is entered into, to (1) STC, New 
Delhi; (ii) all concerned licensing authorities ; 

(iii) Ministry of Commerce, Civil Supplies and 
Co-operation (Department of Civil Supplies and 
Cooperation), Krishi Bhawan, New Delhi. 

(d) Import of oils specified in the Schedule to this 
Order will be for edible purposes only and/or 
for refining, blending and for direct human con¬ 
sumption ; and 

(e) Import is not allowed for use in Vanaspati Indus¬ 
try or for other indusdial purposes. 

(4) In the case of import of educational, scientific and 
technical books, the following conditions shall apply: 

(a) Import will not be permitted by any one importer 
(including his branches) of more than 2,000 copies 
of a single title during the licensing period without 
the prior written clearance of Ministry of Educa¬ 
tion and Social Welfare, New Delhi, This restric¬ 
tion wilt not, however, apply to the English Lan¬ 
guage Book, Society titles and books under the 
Joint Indo-Sovict Text Book Programme ; 


(b) Import of foreign edition of books for which, 
latest editions of Indian reprints are available, will 
not be allowed. 

(c) Import of only such navigational charts of Indian 
coastlines will be allowed as are specifically 
cleared by the Chief Hydrogiapher to the Gov¬ 
ernment of India, Dehradun ; 

(d) Books, magazines and journals, containing poi no¬ 
graphic materials or depicting sex, violence etc, 
will not be allowed to be imported. 

(5) In the case of drug items, the requirements regard¬ 
ing possession of a valid licence under the Drugs 
and Cosmetics Act, 1940, wherever necessary, should 
be complied with. 

(6) In the case of dry fruits, imports will not be allow¬ 
ed from Afghanistan upto 31st July, 1978. 

(7) The goods so imported have not been produced or 
manufactured in the Union of South Africa, South 
West Africa, Rhodesia and the Tibet Region of 
China. 

(8) Such goods are shipped on through consignment to 
India on or before 31st March, 1979, without any 
grace period, whatsoever. 

(9) Nothing in this licence shall affect the application 
to any goods, of any prohibition or regulation affect¬ 
ing the import thereof, in force, at the time when 
such goods are imported.
